3. COMMUNISTS ADVANCE ON PHNOM PENH

4. MBFR DELEGATION WARNS AGAINST BRITISH POLICY 

OUR MBFR DELEGATION HAS CABLED IT BELIEVES THE BRITISH 
PROPOSAL TO THE NAC THAT A DECISION ON HUNGARIAN PAR- 
TICIPATION BE POSTPONED IS A BAD ONE. THE DELEGATION 
PREDICTS THAT A CHANGE IN THE WEST' S LONG- STANDING 
POSITION THAT PARTICIPATION BE SETTLED BEFORE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS BEGIN WOULD RESULT IN LOSS OF PRESTIGE TO NATO, 

SOVIET REJECTION AND CONTINUED IMPASSE. EVEN SHOULD THE
